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FIlrry years—half a century—a long time! But do we not habitually 
overestimate the improvements which the years bring and under- 
estimate the accomplishments of the past? 

It would seem so in gardening when one looks over the seed catalogs 
issued during the last half century by the firm of Vaughan’s Seed Store, 
Inc., which has been so closely identified since its establishment with the 
growth of horticulture in the United States. 

This business was founded in 1876, yet at least'6 years before that 
Mr. J. C. Vaughan was actively engaged in selling trees, vines, roses, 
and no doubt seeds. The files of a business office are not adapted for 
the preservation of historical documents. But the letter and billheads 
reproduced above establish the fact that the seed store opened in 1876 
was the result of business activities carried on since 1870. 

The publication of catalogs began at once but the earliest copy which 
we possess is the edition of 1884. What did it offer the gardener of that 
period? This was before the development of flat dwelling and when 
carpet bedding and mid-Victorian landscape art was at its height. The 
catalog pictured above was of small size, 64 pages and cover, and yet it 
contained a list of vegetable and flower seeds, bulbs and tools, from which 
the gardener of today could supply a great majority of his needs. 


GARDENING IN 1884 


Of Sweet Corn there was Early Minnesota, Stowell’s Evergreen and 
Black Mexican. Of cucumbers, Improved White Spine, Green Prolific, 
and Long Green. Of carrots, Danvers and Improved Long Orange. 
Of Lettuce, Black Seeded Simpson, Hanson, White Seeded Tennis Ball 
and True Boston Curled. American Wonder Peas were recommended 
for the home garden and White Turnip Radish, and Bloomsdale Savoy 
Spinach were offered. Among the vegetable novelties were the Banana 
Muskmelon and Small Ulm Savoy Cabbage. 

Chicago Parks Lawn Mixture was even then the standard for lawns, 
being described as “a mixture of dwarf and dense-growing grasses 
chosen with reference to a constant succession of luxuriant growth, 
producing a firm, durable, carpet-like turf, in which, among other 
splendid features, our Chicago parks are believed to excel most others 
in the world.” 

Vaughan’s Hybrid Gladioli occupied two pages with a list of named 
varieties of which two, Madame Monneret and Shakespeare, we still 
grow. It is announced that Vaughan’s gladiolus flowers took first 
premium at the Illinois State Fair, 1880, 1881, and 1884, and that this 
concern has the largest stock of named varieties in the West. 


TAKING THE LEAD IN FLOWER SEEDS 


In 1886 the seed catalog was the same size with many more illustra- 


tions. The flower seed list was greatly increased as the result, as is 
stated, “of a personal foreign trip of our assistant in the flower seed 
department who has secured choicest strains of German, French and 
English flowers. We are thus in position to supply this class of seeds 
as well, or better, than any other seed firm in America.” 
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The reference was to Mr. Carl Cropp who had taken charge of the 
flower seed department and begun its development to the leadership 
which ever since it has held in the United States. Mr. Cropp is vice- 
president of the company and still at the head of this department and 
the list this year is again enlarged by the fruits of a trip through Europe 
taken by him last summer. 

In 1887 the style of this business, which had hitherto been conducted 
under the name of J. C. Vaughan, became for the first time, ““Vaughan’s 
Seed Store,” and the catalog was enlarged to its present size, though 
in this edition there were only 72 pages. For the first time on the cover 
appeared the motto: “Gardening is an employment for which no man 
is too high or too low,”” which was carried on the covers for 30 years. 


‘““GARDENING ILLUSTRATED” IS BORN 


In the edition of 1891, for the first time, the name “Gardening IIlus- 
trated’* was applied to the catalog of this firm. In the introduction was 
a resume of the plants occupied by the business. Besides the main 
store at 146-148 West Washington Street, Chicago, occupying two floors 
and two cellars, a city store was maintained at 88 State Street in the 
heart of the shopping district and the greenhouse department with two 
thousand feet of glass was at Western Springs, Illinois. Already prepara- 
tions were being made for the World's Fair in 1893 in which Vaughan’s 
Seed Store was to play an important part. 

In the introduction to the 1892 edition a view of gardening was taken 
which easily qualifies as most modern doctrine: 

“If gardening played no part in the economic purposes of life, but 
only served, as it does, to divert the minds of men from their desks or 
warehouses, women from routine household, social and domestic duties, 
its blessing would be incalculable. That relief from the daily increasing 
worries of life is to be warmly welcomed. Where can be found a more 
healthful, natural and inspiring recreation?” 


THE WORLD’S FAIR TRIUMPH 


The World's Fair edition in 1893 reached the size of 112 pages and 
was an example of the most advanced skill in wood-cut illustration and 
color printing. The cover was designed by Walter Shirlaw, an artist 
of reputation. Detailed descriptions of the extensive exhibits made by 
the firm at the World’s Fair were given and in the following year it is 
related that Vaughan’s Seed Store exhibits obtained 28 awards, the 
highest number won by any exhibitor in horticulture. 

If space were available in which to recount, step by step, the growth 
of gardening to that place in American life which we call “modern,” it 
could be made apparent that this growth was a matter of years, and 
began long before the world war, in which it received such stimulus. 

In having been identified with this growth and its beneficent effect 
on social conditions in our country, we take pride, no less than in the 
progress and prosperity of our own business, during this half century; 
and we dedicate to the same cause, and its furtherance so far as in us 
Hes the next fifty years of this organization, if so be it, we endure that 
ong.

ELONS are a Jong season crop requiring for their best development a sandy soil which quickly warms 
up, a season of 90 to 100 days growing weather, hot sun and ample irrigation. Though these 
conditions are best found in irrigated sections of the West, there is practically no region in the 

United States in which some variety cannot be successfully grown. The list offered on these pages 
includes all varieties of merit, and is so complete that gardeners living in every section of the country 
may find here a variety with which they can succeed. Seed must not be sown until the ground is warm, 
and in the North it will pay to start the seed in a hotbed or indoors in paper pots or in a piece of thick 
turf. Plant in hills, allowing ample room, and thin out the plants to four in a hill when they begin to 
vine. The cucumber beetle may be kept off with Slug Shot or Pyrox and aphis must be killed with a nico- 
tine spray:

URNIPS are cool weather plants and thrive best in spring and fall. For 
early use seed should be sown as soon as the ground can be prepared and 
will give roots large enough for the table in six to ten weeks. For the fall 

crop seed should be sown June to August and the plants will grow until freezing 
weather, when they should be harvested and stored. Rutabagas after a touch 
of frost are a delightful addition to the winter diet. To avoid maggots, it is 
best to sow turnips on different soil each year. 

A loose and fertile soilis needed to mature early turnips rapidly, and avoid 
a bitterness which develops when growth is checked. The plants should be 
thinned to stand three inches apart, and then the half grown roots should

Those who have not used these Irises for 
surrounding lakes and ponds, or cultivated them in the flower borders, shrubberies, 
woodland walks and wild gardens, should do so. If planted around ponds or lakes, 
they should be placed well above the water level.

Cultivation. Iris require little cultivation other than to keep out weeds. Most 
varieties thrive best in dry, sunny locations and should not be watered too freely. 
In planting, the soil should just cover the rhizome and should be well packed. Fertilizer 
for the most part should be avoided, although a small application of finely ground 
limestone and bone meal once a year is beneficial. Dead Iris leaves and other accumu- 
lation should be removed and not allowed to be near the plants. Iris may be trans- 
planted any time the ground is not frozen, but perhaps the most favorable time is at a 
dry period soon after they are through blooming. 

Root Rot. This is a very destructive disease which softens the whole rhizome. 
The conditions under which this disease thrives are shade, poor drainage, and contact 
with decaying wegetable matter such as leaves and weeds or fresh manure. The remedy 
for this rot is to clean out the diseased portion and dust the rhizome with dry powdered 
gypsum. If one does not wish to lift the whole plant, the diseased part may be scooped 
pue with an old spoon, scraped, and then gypsum applied in the cavity and around the 
rnizome.
